a one week's" reprieve which expired 
Friday morning. Judge David, called 
out of bed a few hours before thetimfe 
of the execution, convened a_ special 
session of court" and granted the stay 
after Governor Small and the state 
board of pardons and paroles Thurs 
day night at Springfield refused fur- 
ther' clemency. 


GALLOWS STILL EMPTY 


Friday morning the gallows trap, 


set for springing a week ago stood" 
without its victim and jail officials 
who had "left 'it standing during the 
week of grace were onsidering dis- 
mantling it. The sanity hearing will 
not come for

Scott's escape from death Friday, 


like that a week ago, came after he 
and his relatives virtually had aban- 
doned hope. Thomas Scott,., his fa- 
ther, had called at the jail 
three 


hours previously to bid him a last 
farewell, the second such visit in a 
week. 


Thursday new counsel, hastily sum- 


moned by Scott's friends, had 'hur- 
•rled to Springfield where they 
met 


the Governor and board of pardons 
and represented a plea for a reprieve. 


The board, however, refused furth- 


er clemency and Governor Small con- 
curred in the action, 
pointing out 


that Scott already had received two 
reprieves 


On receiving this news which appar- 


ently sealed Scott's fate. Mrs. Wil- 
liam McGraw and Isobel Hurst, both 
of Detroit, representing Detroit club- 
women who raised $5,000 for Scott's 
defense. 
hastily retained William 
" Scott Stewart, criminal lawyer, who 


recently successfully defended Wil- 
liam Darling Shepherd, accused of 
the murder of Billy McClintock.

MR. BARROW'S AGNOSTICISM 
The Scopes case terminated in con- 


formance with regular and legal proce- 
dure. 
Mr. Scopes was properly, found 


guilty by the jury and fined as the law 
contemplated. All that remains to be de- 
termined is the constitutionality of the 
law under which he was convicted. If 
that is upheld by the supreme court of 
Tennessee and ultimately by the supreme 
court of the United States, the case is 
ended and similar laws may be enacted by 
other states should they so desire. 


It is our opinion that the law will be 


upheld and that if it is it; will result In a 
general movement to proscribe the teach- 
ing of evolution'. Already we hear talk of 
the introduction of a bill for this purpose 
in congress. The consequence of such a 
collision between evolutionists and funda- 
mentalists would be unfortunate. It would 
be better if we would use our common 
sense, as we have in the past, teaching 
the theory o£ evolution in our higher in- 
stitutions of learning andcignoring it in 
burrpublic schools, on the -ground that 
there are other subjects of instruction 
more important and more substantial in 
this period. 


Mr. Barrow's questioning of Mr. Bryan 


was contemptible in the extreme. It re- 
veals a man utterly insensible of all pro- 
priety. Mr. Bryan's religion is his per- 
sonal affair and is none of Mr. Darrow's 
business. 
To assail it and revile it is a 


gross personal insult. It had no relation 
to the issue at Dayton. Mr. Bryan's an- 
swers may appear to many as going too 
far in a literal acceptance of the Bible, but 
his spiritual faith is vastly more en- 
nobling and dignified than Mr. Darrow's 
coarse "ridicule. If criticism is to be at- 
tached to Mr. Bryan's attitude, it is his 
apparent desire to have his religion estab- 
lished by law. Mr. Darrow seems to have 
lost sight entirely of this issue. 


Mr. Darrow's answers to Mr. Bryan's 


questions, on the other hand, are a plain 
attack on the established religion of the 
civilized world. There certainly is in Mr. 
Darrow^s mind a conflict between religion 
and evolution. He denies the founda- 
tions of Christianity. He refuses the Chris- 
tian conception of a spiritual God. He does 
not believe the Bible was inspired. He 
ridicules the virgin birth of Christ. He 


v scoffs at Christ's divinity. He can find 


no evidence of immortality. 


Mr. Darrow's unbelief, or agnosticism, 


or whatever one may choose to term it, 
•will register applause by many of our su- 
per-intellectuals, by many of our jazz-age 
materialists who believe that religious and 
spiritual professions are signs of weak- 
ness. A number of years ago a man by 
the name of Ingersoll made similar over- 
tures to the world. He found a few fol- 
lowers. From time to time other atheists 
or agnostics have arisen to challenge 
Christianity and religion. It is their dar- 
ing more than anything else that has en- 
listed public attention. 
"We think it is so 


with Mr. Darrow. 


"We cannot conceive that the world is 


ready to aban'don the Bible as an inspired 
guide. 
"We cannot conceive of its rejec- 


tion as the basis of our moral and spiritual 
institutions, and of religious faith. 
"We 


cannot conceive of the president of the 
United States taking his oath of office ex- 
cept on the Bible, not that this ceremony 
is essential to his induction into office, but 


• 
becaTise of the significance that its use im- 
plies. 
"We cannot conceive that the world 


is ready to- abandon its belief in the im- 


* mortality, of the soul. 
Mr. Darrow to 


the contrary notwithstanding, we believe 
the evidences of immortality to the ration- 
al mind are complete and 
satisfying. 


Minds that would dwarf Mr. Darrow's 
have found this evidence positive and sus- 
taining. Nearly all of the great leaders of 
the world in that which makes for social 
and moral progress, have been God-fear- 
ing men. As against this multitude we 
have had a handful of scoffers, a thimble- 
ful of egoists. 


In recent years the church undoubtedly 


has suffered some loss of prestige, but it 
has been due to its own mistakes and in- 
consistencies, in our opinion, rather than 
to a growing lack of spirituality in man. 
For the first time in our history agnosti- 
cism or atheism have challenged the place 
of God and religion in the institutional and 
political life of Amercia, not in the sense 
of state religion, which we do not recog- 
nize, but in the sense of our national 
Christianity—the sense that Christianity is 
the basis of our government and our civili- 
zation. It is done by the defender of Loeb 
and Leopold. . "We should hesitate to fol- 
low this man, even in the name of intellec- 
tual freedom. 
. To our way of looking at the matter, 
the cravings of the soul are more impor- 
tant 
than 
the cravings of the mind; 


things spiritual 
are more important 


than 
things material. The products 


and conceptions of the mind alone can 
never be a very satisfactory explanation 
of the why and the wherefore of life, or 
of the mystery of death. If what is vis- 
ible and ^nowable is all that exists for 
man, there is little reason for his ex- 
istence ;Nthe searchings of his soul, its 
groping for light, its spiritual- instinctsa 
become nonsense. On that supposition, the 
eating of a beefsteak is the real thing j 
reverence for the beauties and mysteries 
of life, nature and the universe, and for 
a Supreme Being, which has characterized 
every race of every time, is a fantasy and 
absurdity.

in the interest of health.

the regular work in physical education in one of the 
Buffalo high schools for a number of years, and 
heretofore each teacher has arranged his own ma- 
terial. using various books and pamphlets, an ar.

teacher wants suggestions to help him In the plan- 
ning of a more substantial course, and he. too. em- 
phasizes the desire to make the instruction piacti- 
cal, so that each individual may make use of it in 
maintaining: his own health in the environment in 
which he lives.

INVESTORS STILL IN DANGER 
An attack is being made on the Nickel 


Plate merger by the minority stockholders 
of the Chesapeake'and Ohio railroad, one 
of the systems brought into the consolida- 
tion of the Van Sweringens. Hearings on 
the merger are'being held before th~e In- 
terstate Commerce commission and at the 
proceedings day before yesterday counsel 
for the C. & 0. minority stockholders al- 
leged that the proposal is a stock manipu- 
lation deal that -would net the Van Svrer- 
ingen interests §75.000.000. 
- The la-svyers for those who are object- 
ing to the consolidation presented a table 
of figures purporting to show that the Van 
Sweringens had invested approximately 
$52,000,000 to effect the merger and 
that new stock issued in lieu of that of the 
five railroads in the consolidation would 
have a market value of $128,000.000. 
giving the promoters a profit of the differ- 
ence', or approximately $75.000.000. 


Counsel for the Nickel Plate on the oth- 


er hand declare an examination of the fig- 
ures offered shows large errors, while a 
news 
story quotes a statistician for 


tKe promoters as saying that {he profit of 
the Van Sweringens would be "only $23,- 
000:000." 


Ever since the Nickel Plate merger was 


announced there has been a suspicion in 
the public mind that it might be a finan- 
cial merger, and that a huge bankers' pro- 
fit would be taken out of the transaction, 
while the consolidated properties would 
be loaded up with a topheavy capitaliza- 
tion. The public had begun to feel some 
security'against these watered stock deals, 
but it would seem that we sjtill have to be 
on our guard against them. It is the duty 
of commissions and courts to protect both" 
investors and the public from reorganiza- 
tions and consolidations of public utilities 
undertaken for the purpose of manipula- 
tion, and which in the addition of new lia- 
bilities more than offset the possible bene- 
fit that might accrue from operating econ- 
omies. If the Van Sweringens are trying 
to put over something of this nature they 
ought to be stopped.

number of additional precautions to 
assure the safety of the swimmers.
